Distorts Facts 


This area’ in past months has 


been bombarded with “drive safe- 
‘ly” campaigns sponsored by news- 
papers, radio. and television. 
“The campaigners try desperate- 
ly to. distort fatality. statistics to 
- show favorable results from their 
efforts, but they try in vain for 
figures to reveal that they are not 
“saving lives.” ~ 
Why don’t these safety crusades’ 
bring a halt to accidents? Don’t 
people ‘pay attention to the cam- 
paigns, or are people just natural- 
ly careless? Or are people overly~ 
-eonscious of the barrage of eaten 
vy slogans? ° 
Radio Details 
Consider. the highway driver 
cruising along at: 60 mph. He turns 
on his radio. A newscaster runs 
down the list of fatalities, some of 
the ‘accidents happening as far as. 
three states away. After five min-~ 
utes of listening to gruesome de-~ 
tails, the motorist can stand -no 
more and cuts his speed to 50 mph. 
He then tunes in a music pro- 


‘gram and finds that between every ~ 


record a safety slogan is sarid- 
wiched in, “Drive carefully—the 
life you save may be your own,” 
the announcer says. The driver 
becomes jittery, thinking, “Gosh. 
that guy’s telling me to watch out 
or else J’ll save’ my own life.” He 
euts his speed to 40 mph. 
Jittery Wife 

In the back seat, where ‘she las 
been minding her own business 
his wife becomes jittery. She ducks 
at every bug that hits the wind- 
shield: Finally, she can contro} 
her nerves no more, so starts in on 
her poor husband. “That. truck 
there’s going to turn. The fellow 
behind you is going to pass. Watch 
out for those horses. Quit reading , 
those Burma’ Shave signs.” 

The motorist, so nervous now 


that he is beside himself, cuts his’ 


speed to 30 mph. Suddenly his 
wife screams, and there is a ter- 
rible crraaassh, which he hears for 
only a fraction of a second.

During the 
cwar Yovo and his family were 
moved from: place to place. Their 
‘home was also destroyed. 

The priest who brought Yovo 
here is from the Greek Orthodox 
Church. His name is Dashenovich. 
_ Yovo has two brothers who are 
fighting with ‘Tito’s forces in 
‘Trieste, seaport city of Yugo-~- 
slavia. He also nas two sisters, 
‘He likes America and doesn’t 
have much trouble with the Eng- 
dish. language, partially because 
Engilsh was a required subject in 
his school. He also speaks French, 
German, Yugoslavian and‘can read 
Latin. 

One of Yovo's worst experiences 
was his trip across the ocean.

sea,” said Yovo, “it was the most 

agonizing experience.”
